It  has  been  noticed  that  some  patients  must 
be  made  to  work  and  to  exert  by  sheer  effort 
sufficient  energy    to    bring    about   correction    of 
their   defects.      At   first   it  may    be   sheer   effort, 
but  after  a   while  fusion  becomes  easy   and  ef- 
fortless.     It  is  advisable,  when  mechanical  ex- 
ertion   must   be    resorted    to.    to    make   training 
periods  briefer  and.  if  possible,   more   frequent. 
Heterotropias  present  a  more  complex  prob- 
lem.     It  is   not   always  possible  to   foretell   the 
reaction  to  training  and  to  predict  a  reasonable 
outcome.      A  great   deal   depends   on  the   caus- 
ative   factors,    on    the   age    and    time    of    onset 
and  on  the  type  of  condition.      But  the  orth- 
optist,    out    of    pure    sense    of    professionalism 
and  honesty  must  be  very  careful  not  to  mak: 
rash  promises.      The  best  he  can  do  is   "to  try 
his     utmost     to     bring     about     amelioration." 
More   should   not  be  expected  of   him. 

When  amblyopia  exists,  it  should  be  the 
first  step  in  the  training  of  tropias  to  eliminate 
that  condition.  Bringing  up  the  visual  acuity 
is  an  essential  step  and  should  be  the  first  one 
undertaken.  In  my  routine,  effort  is  made  to 
bring  vision  up  to  20/20  and  for  this  reason, 
visual  acuity  training  is  carried  on  during  the 
entire  period  of  training.  The  means  of  ac- 
complishing this  task  are  many  and  varied 
and  nearly  every  optometrist  who  is  practic- 
ing orthoptics,  has  a  few  tricks  up  his  sleeve. 
As  soon  as  vision  is  reasonably  high,  fusion 
training  is  started.  It  may  be  a  hard  and 
tedious  process  at  first,  but  after  a  while  it 
becomes  easier  and  much  simplified.  It  is 
often  necessary  to  resort  to  the  use  of  auxiliary 
means  to  bring  about  single  binocular  vision 
in  tropia  cases.  It  may  be  necessary  to  intro- 
duce loose  prisms,  or  to  start  with  prisms  of 
the  opposite  type  as  prescribed  for  treatment. 
All    this    is    only   preliminary.      Favorable    re- 


actions take  place  after  a  while  and  the  auxil- 
iaiy  aids  are  no  longer  needed.  The  easiest 
point  of  fusion  gradually  goes  over  to  the 
proper  sided  prism  power,  and  progress  is 
noted. 

It  it  advisable  in  order  to  insure  permanency 
of  effect,  to  create  an  amplitude  of  muscle 
action  almost  from  the  very  start.  This  may 
be  done  by  varying  the  types  of  cards  and  by 
the  use  of  prisms,  to  produce  contrary  effect. 
In  substance,  this  is  equivalent  to  the  proced- 
ure outlined  in  the  case  of  heterophorias,  only 
more  stringent. 

Macular  perception  must  be  trained.  This 
program  should  be  included  in  the  routine  of 
visual  acuity  training.  If  the  macula  is  not 
developed,  there  is  danger  of  developing  a 
false  macular  area  and  false  fusion.  The  pa- 
tient will  then  fuse  the  two  images  into  one. 
but  the  eye  will  remain  strabismic. 

Stereopsis  should  be  trained  during  the  fu- 
sion training  periods.  It  is  the  combination  of 
visual-acuity-fusion-and-depth  perception  that 
is  productive  of  heterophoria  and  normal 
myological  action.  The  scientific  aspect  in 
back  of  all  this  is  explained  merely  to  serve 
as  a  basis  for  "knowing  how  to  do",  but  in 
reality  it  is  the  combination  above  that  is  re- 
sponsible for  normal  eyesight  and  normal 
muscular    action. 

Fifteen  minutes  is  a  long  period  of  time  and 
rarely  should  more  than  that  be  given  to  each 
treatment.  It  must  be  remembered  that  am- 
blyopic eyes  fatigue  very  easily,  this  is  due. 
probably,  to  their  long  disuse.  Exercising 
them  over  too  long  a  period  may  be  harmful 
and  hinder  progress.  The  refractory  state  of 
the  affected  muscles  of  strabismic  eyes,  likewise 
doesn't  permit  over-exertion  and  over-stimula- 
tion. Care  must  therefore  be  taken  to  avoid 
any  excess  in  exercising.  It  may  be  advisable 
to  give  short  but  frequent  exercises  in  prefer- 
ence to  long  periods  of  training  one  time  a 
week.  My  routine  calls  for  no  less  than  three 
visits  a   week  at  the  office,   at    15  minutes  each.

Wc  present  to  you  the  first  in  a  scries  of 
interviews  with  the  members  of  the  faculty 
of  M.  S.  O.  We  hope  that,  through  these 
articles,  we  can  better  acquaint  the  student 
body   with  their  instructors. 

Initial  honors  go  to  Ralph  H.  Green.  O.  D., 
D.  O.  S.,  instructor  in  Theoretic  and  Practical 
Optometry.  He  is  the  oldest  member  of  our 
faculty  from  the  viewpoint  of  service  with  the 
exception  of  Dr.  Svendson.  (Wc  would  like 
at  this  point,  to  thank  Dr.  Green  heartily  for 
his   full   cooperation    and    kind  patience. ) 

Wc  all  know  Dr.  Green  as  that  professional 
looking  gentleman  who  not  only  teaches  us 
the  fundamentals  of  scientific  optometry,  but 
also  teaches  professionalization.  He  is  always 
quick  on  the  repartee  to  relieve  the  tension 
when  the  class  is  plunged  into  the  depths  of 
a  new  theory.  He  is  so  engrossed  in  his  work 
that  he  permits  himself  to  get  worked  up  to 
an  even  higher  pitch  than  the  class  when  pre- 
senting some  interesting  phase  of  our  work. 
Aside  from  this,  he  is  very  prominent  in  the 
extra-curricular  activities  of  the  school. 

Dr.  Green  was  born  in  Boston.  Mass.  He 
attended  grammar  school  and  the  first  years 
of  high  school  in  Biddeford.  Maine  and  was 
graduated  from  Boston  English  High  School. 
His  childhood  was  spent  enjoying  a  typical 
"Tom  Sawyer"  life  in  the  wilds  of  the  Maine 
woods.  His  greatest  pleasure  was  fishing 
which  to  this  day  is  his  hobby.  And  thereby 
hangs  a  tale  for  Bob  Ripley.  Dr.  Ralph 
Green,  Optometrist,  once  caught  two  fish  on 
one  hook,  and  has  eye  witnesses  to  prove  it! 

He  came  to  M.  S.  O,  direct  from  High 
School  and  graduated  in  1929.  He  was  in- 
itiated into  Pi  Omicron  Sigma  in  1927.  In 
1928  he  organized,  together  with  Dr.  Bernard 
Fritz,  our  school  publication.  "The  Scope." 
Upon  graduation  from  M.  S.  O.  he  entered 
Northern  Illinois  College  of  Optometry  from 
which  he  graduated  in  1930.  In  1930  he  was 
admitted  into  Beta  Sigma  Kappa,  a  fraternal 
organization,    membership   in    which    is    based 


on  high  scholastic  standing.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  Phi  Theta  Upsilon,  an  internation- 
al   collegiate   fraternity. 

He  received  his  D.  O.  S.  (Doctor  of  Ocular 
Science)  which  is.  incidentally,  the  highest 
optometric  degree  available,  as  result  of  a 
paper  he  wrote  titled  "The  Pupil,  in  Health 
and   Disease". 

On  his  return  to  M.  S.  O..  in  capacity  of 
instructor,  he  organized  the  basketball  team 
and  served  as  player  and  coach  while  it  was 
an  independent  club.  At  the  present  time  h; 
is  its  faculty  advisor.  He  revived  Pi  Omicron 
Sigma  Fraternity  in  1950  and  was  made 
Grand   Chancellor,    a   position  he   still    holds. 

He  has  been  a  lecturer  on  the  program  of 
the  New  England  Council  of  Optometrists  and 
has  also  lectured  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Mass.  Society  of  Optometry.  For  five  years 
he  was  optometrist  at  the  Harry  E.  Burroughs 
Newsboy  Medical  Clinic.  At  the  present  time 
he  is  director  of  the  Mass.  Optometric  Clinic. 

Dr.  Green  first  became  interested  in  optom- 
etry as  a  result  of  an  eye  affliction  caused  by 
trauma.  If  he  had  not  entered  the  field  of 
Optometry  he  would  have  studied  architecture 
and  civil   engineering. 

His  teaching  style  is  based  on  the  lecture 
system  supplemented  by  lantern  slides,  assigned 
reading,  theses,  and  distribution  of  mimeo- 
papers  consisting  of  material  not  otherwise 
available.  When  asked  about  his  inimitable 
manner  of  "sLCinging  the  keys",  he  admitted 
it  was  a  means  of  relieving  tension.  He  called 
it  his   "safety   valve". 

His  practice  is  at  23  Huntington  Ave..  Bos- 
ton, and  at  3  Sanford  St.,  Medway,  Mass.. 
which  is  his  home. 

He  has  written  several  technical  papers,  the 
most  popular  of  which  is  "The  Problem  of 
Progressive  Myopia".  This  paper  has  re- 
ceived national  recognition.  He  also  wrote 
a  paper  with  Dr.  NX^illiam  V.  Emmons  titled 
"A  System  of  Case  Records".  He  is  at  present
